Ac- 
cording to Col. Roller, the day 
began as any other school day of 
the time, when suddenly his moth- 
er entered the classroom and an- 
nounced to the boys that this was 
her husband’s birthday, and they 
were to observe it by “taking off.” 
Colonel Roller recalled that Pro- 
fessor Roller was too surprised to
